Buys Old Rolling Stock 
Material Originally Intended for 
Russian Government Sold to 
Soviets 


After lying on a railroad ‘siding at 
Port Coquitlam, since the late years 
of the Great War a vast amount of 
railway maternal originally fabricated 
in Eastern Canada for the Russian 
government has been sold to the So- 
viet Government of Russia and will 
soon be on its way across the Pacific 
and the steppes of Siberia. 

The material, which was valued at 
more than $8,000,000 when it was 
first fabricated, consists of the frame- 
work of rolling stock. After being as- 
sembled in Manchuria it will be used 
as freight cars on the. Trans-Siberian 
Railway.

Forage Cars to be Operated by 
@anadian- National in Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta

Trans-Continental Mail Carrier Wins 
Award for Best Performance in 
1926 

Some surprise seems to have been 
expressed in the United States over 
the action of the International League 
of Aviators when, it awarded the. Har- 
mon Trophy for the best performance 
;of 1926 by an American flier, not to 
Byrd, who reached the North Pole, 
but to Shirley Short, comparatively 
unknown. 

Yet the chdice was right because 
it indicates the real advance in avia- 
tion. Short is more the flier of the fu- 
turé than Byrd. As pilot of a plane 
carrying the transcontinental mail be- 
tween Chicago and Cleveland, he flew 
2,000 hours. last year without a seri- 
ous accident. Whatever the weather, 
he did the daily stunt. If he worked 
six days a week for fifty weeks he 
must have average. six and two-third 
hours a day in the air, ©

come a part of everyday work. Short 
probably thinks his job much. easier 
than driving a car in. Chicago. He is 
further from the dangerous pavement 
and closer to the comforting stars.

Ottawa.—-“Under present conditions 
the Government feels that no useful 
purpose could be served by the dis- 
patch of Canadian troops to China,” 
stated Premier Mackenzie King in the 
House of, Conimons in answer to a 
question, 

Premier King’s statement follows: 

“The protection of life and proper- 
ty in any country, whether of nation- 


__ailg-or-of-aliens, is primarily the duty 


of the goyernment of that- country. 
Of late civil war in China, now of 
several years’ duration, has increased 
the difficulty of ensuring that protec: 


tion, and the evacuation of certain|’ 


interior areas by foreign residents 
‘has been considered ‘an advisable 
precaution. At the same _ time, it 


must be recognized that the loss of 
life by foreigners in these years of 
disturbance has been extraordinarily 
small. So far as.is known only one 
Canadian has been killed; the exist- 
ence of a political motive in ,that 
case, which occurred in June, 1926, 
was not fully established, and the 
murderer was shot immediately by 
Chinese soldiers. 

“Canada is in full sympathy with 
the desire of the Chinese people to 
secure control of their own destiny, 
having due regard to the safety of 
the life afid property of foreign resi- 
“While there are extremist 


that as regards the responsible lead- 
ers and the great majority of | the 
Chinese people ,the present national- 
ist movement is directed not. against 
the lives or private rights of foreign 
residents, but against the special 
privileges or the measure of control 
over Chinese affairs exercised. by 
‘foreign countries as régards extra 
customs, . concessions, 
and other matters. es 

“Canada has not in the past had 
any part in shaping or maintaining 
the policy of acquiring such rights or 
privileges in China, and has had no 
‘part in the recent negotiations for 
their ‘readjustment. 

The Canadian Government. is, how- 
ever, in full sympathy with the Bri- 
tish foreign secretary’s announced 
policy of “going as far as possible 
to Tieet the legitimate’ aspirations of 
and _ beliéves 
that this course is both jast and best 
adapted to ensure protection of life 
and of religious and business inter- 


ests. 


“Under these vircumstances it is 
not considered that it would serve 
any useful purpose. to ‘propose 
despatching Canadian forces to China. 
If the situation should change the 
government will take the earliest op- 


portunity of consulting with- parlia- 


ment s to the appropriate course to 
pursue.”

New York—Commander Richard 
Evelyn Byrd, alr eonqueror of the 
North Pole, will compete this. spring 
for the $26,000 prize offered by Ray-~ 
mond Orteig for the first non-stop 
flight between. New York and Parts, 
The New York Times says: . 

A Fokker monoplane of the Jose- 
phine Ford. type, in which Byrd 
reached the top of the world, Is now 
belng built for the filer for use in the 
forthcoming fiight.- The new .ma- 
chine, slighUly larger than the Jose- 
phine Ford, will be driven by three 
Wright whirlwind engines of 225 
horsepower each. . 

Just when Byrd will start had not 
yet been learned. The Times says, 
although it is believed that he will 
leave in the late May or early June.

REFERENDUM IN 
MANITOBA ON

He also intimated that a com- 
petent mining expert froth the 
University of Manitoba. would be en- 
gaged to direct the Government’s 
work in assisting development of 
‘minerals.

During the fiscal 
year ended last March, the Dominion 
spent $45,968,241 on pensions, war 
claims, soldier land settlement and 
re-establishment, memorials and “war 
graves, The sum represents a net 
increase of $872,974 over the previous 
fiscal year. The figures do not in- 
clude the interest on that part of the 
public debt attributable to the war. |

1, Responsibilities of Disciples, 
Matthew 6.18-16.—"Ye are the salt of 
the earth,” Jesus declared. Salt was 
used in ‘sacrifice by Jews, Greeks, and 
Romans, and was an emblem of purity 
and of the influence of holy lite upon 
others, Salt preserves from corrup- 
tion; Jesus was.reminding His disci- 
ples that it was their duty to keep 
others from moral vorruption. : 

“Fearlessly to speak the words 
which’ bear witness to righteousness 
and truth and purity; patiently to do 
the deeds which strengthen virtue and 
kindle hope in your fellowmen; gener- 
ously to lend a hand. to those who are 
trying to climb. upward; faithfully to 
give your support and your personal 
help to efforts which are making to 
elevate and purify the social life of 
the world—that is what it means to 
have salt in your character. ."— (Henry, 
Van Dyke.)
